Half of Last Flight 



Billed to Nixon

Somewhere over Jefferson 
City, Mo., on Aug. 9, Richard 
M. Nixon not only lost the 
presidency but cost-free travel 
aboard Air Force One, the 
White House said yesterday. 

Thus the former President 
is being charged for the last 
half of his flight from the 
White House to San Clemente, 
Calif., press secretary Ron 
Nessen told reporters. 

Responding to a report toy 
columnists Jack Anderson and 
Les Whitten that appeared in 
yesterday’s Washington Post, 
Nessen released the figures he 
had available on Nixon’s costs 
during the five-month post- 
presidential transition period 
for which Congress appropri- 
ated $200,000 on his behalf. 

Anderson and Whitten re- 
ported that the former Presi- 
dent had spent $307,000 to ad- 
just to private life. Nessen 
said he did not know whether 
Nixon had actually overspent 
the congressional appropria- 


tion, since the report he had 
covered expenditures only up 
to Nov. 7 and includes items 
not provided for in the trans- 
ition legislation. 

Nixon’s being billed for half > 
of his last trip on Air Force 
One was one of a long list of 
expenditures Nessen cited 
from a report by Office Man- 
agement and Budget Director 
Roy L. Ash to Rep. Jack 
Brooks (D-Tex.). Nessen said 
he did not know how much of 
the authorized $200,000 Nixon 
had spent to date. 

Other items on the list: 

• $107,000 in salaries for , 
White House, Defense Depart- 
ment and other government 
agency employees assigned by 
law to aid the transition. Nes- 
sen said this item is not 
charged to the $200,000 trans- 
ition fund. 

• $47,000 on living expenses 
for those detailed to Nixon, 
also not charged against the 
fund. 

• $8,440 charged against Nix- 
on’^ 11 SSJUTOOO for. his share of. 
the ■ Aug. 9 Air Force One 
flight. 

® An unknown figure for 
moving the Nixon family Aug. 

9 from the air base at El Toro, 


Calif., where Air Force One 
landed, to San Clemente. 

• $3,147 in packing and mov- 
ing costs for Nixon family 
goods, most of it not charged 
to the fund. 

® $2,000, not to be charged to 
Nixon, for the cost of gasoline 
of 12 automobiles used by gov- 
ernment employees serving 
Nixon.
